Hello one and all, to the 30th edition of ANDLJIN. 1+ things 
work out, this issue will be a little smaller than the last 
several ones.

Something 
like 20-28 page issues. I've been getting a lot of notes recently 
in the mail asking me how I intend to keep doing ANDUIN once I 
enter college in the -fall.

I would like to continue if 
at all possible, but -for the moment I'm not opening any more games 
and I can't say I'm sorry to see some of them winding down. SMing 
is fun but when the time comes for me to cut back on something, I 
don't want it to be the other parts of the rine. 

Two things of interest came in the mail recently. The first 
is the announcement of a new zine, FEUDIST, to be published by Dan 
R. Wilson. Dan intends to have Feudist be a "replacement" for 

John liichalski's now defunct Brutus Bulletin he wants to include 

only feuds in the zine. He writes; "Many publishers do not want 
to include feuds in their sines for fear of catching some of the 
fnud being slung around. . . . If two or more people feel that they 
must publicly castigate each other within the hobby, then let 
Feud i_s t_ be the medium they use. " This frankly disgusts me. What 
the hobby does not need now or any other time is a forum for 
fcuds . Of course Dan will not be able to replace BB , or even come

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N£>t<=2> : This game was announced in Anduin #4 (December 1, 1981) 
and the draw was agreed to in #29 (February 14, 1994) . Thus it 
took 2 years and 2 months to complete.

There 
were two or three IMMRs, but everyone stuck with their position to 
the end.

One of the better British sines I've just recently begun trading 
with is Chur ch_Mouse , from Dave Thomas, 16, Bal later Close, 
Burnside Stanley Co, Durham, DH9 &UN, the UK. A bit weird, but 
always very entertaining. 
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b!etes; Thi. s game was announced in He^caraKe #1 (Anduin #8> and 
the draw was agreed upon in #2 ,( 7. Thus the game took just under 
two years to complete (1 yr. , 11 months). I felt sure that Jeff 
would win the game in 1 <?C£> or at least set up for a win in 1 07. I 
believe with a little more precise play he would have made it. 
Had he not tried to grab War and/ar Mos, but to take Si 1 first, he 
might have had a better chance. The thrilling moment of the game 
definitely was F ' 06 when he had a 50/50 chance at getting center 
#18 and guessed wrong. I'll admit that I was rooting for him a 
little bit; it would have- been kind of neat having both Ellis 
brothers col .1 ect i nq a win in Andui_n. Another point of interest 
was Ozog ' s opening. He? used the famed "Br lik " opening F A NK -B la? 
A Smy— ARM; A CON H. He then guessed successfully and took Bev in 
I ' J - R and T then spent, the rest of the game clawing at each 
other until they knocked themselves out. This game was plagued 
with drop— outs and player confusion thanks to the illustrious 
Brian Lorber, whom it took ti months to complete the first year 
before handing it. over to me. Not that I did a spectacular job 
with it either. The mi ssing Austrian fleet was not the high point 
a f m y G Mi ng c a r e e r ! 

It is not coincidental that the players that never NMR' d 
ended up doing wel 1 . Ed (Germany) .and Jeff ( Italy) played solidly 
as did Jack (England) when he entered the game. G & I both found 
early easy pickings and grew quickly. Dsog's capitulation to 
Ellis certain 1 >■ gave him the edge going into the endgame. Here 
are the endgame statements 1 received: 



Italy (Jeff Ellis) : This game was both fun and frustrating. You 
have to admit, being a. 17 center Italy, and being st. opped from 
m a ki n g a n y p r o g r & s s w o u 1 d i r r * t a. t. e m o s t people, especially when a 
1 -center France (which could have led to my victory, if he hadn't 
stabbed me; also gets part, of the draw. When this game started, I 
thought I would be. hit by an A/F, or at least a full -fledged 
Austrian attack. I constantly wrote Austria, wanting peace, but 
he had a severe problem of never writing back, so, being the 



paranoid person I am, I sent all my units; East, and quite qu icily 
and surprisingly, I overran him with little resistance. At this

"I smoke for my health," I proclaimed on this page in 1979. Since I am 
a physician, this medical advice attracted amused attention, I reasoned 
tfiat smoking made me cough and thus prevented pneumonia. Smoking 
made my heart go faster and eliminated need for additional exercise. 
Smoking curbed my appetite and kept me from getting fat. I no longer 
smoke for my health. 

My health can't stand the help. At 51, I had a heart attack. I squan- 
dered my inheritance. Risk factors for early heart attacks include hy- 
pertension, diabetes, a family history of heart disease, abnormal blood 
lipid patterns and smoking. Ail the risk factors that I had no control over 
were in my favor. I chose to smoke. Strange how the evidence that linked 
smoking to heart disease appeared equivocal to me last month, and now 
the same data appear overwhelmingly convincing. 

Why stop now? Smokers who stop after their fi rst heart attack have an 
Kit percent chance of living 10 more years — if they don't, a 60 percent 
chance. 

As a smoker, 1 always resented the fact that we, as a group, received 
no gratitude, only scorn, from nonsmokers. How could nonsmokers know 
that smoking was bad for health if there were no smokers to prove it?

Will I miss the late-night trips to find a store still open and selling ciga- 
rettes? Will I miss rummaging through ashtrays to find the longest butt 
tfiat is still smokeable?

Was it easy to stop? Sure. Here is all you have to do. First, experience 
a severe crushing pain under your breastbone as you finish a cigarette. 
Next, have yourself admitted to a coronary-care unit and stripped of 
your clothing and other belongings. Finally, remain in the unit at abso- 
lute bed rest for four days while smoking is prohibited- This broke my 
habit.

From Bruce Linsey — Dal ton, MA: 

I'll try to keep this brief enough so that you can print it 
all in one piece. 

In flnduin #29, replying to Olsen's letter (which I'll get to 
in a minute), you label my houserules as "silly, hypocritical, and 
inconsistent. " Really, now, it's easy to make up fancy—sounding 
labels and attach them to someone or something that you disagree 
with. It is much more persuasive (and correspondingly more 
difficult) to show how these labels are applicable. I believe I 
can refute all three of them, in this instance. 

SiiiY.- An issue or two ago, you listed several of my 
houserules that you feel are silly. Among the HRs you listed 
were, for instance, my statement on how I will handle conditional 
orders, the rule which permits parenthetical orders like F Mid-Eng 
(F L.on S) , and the rule permitting a player in VD to call for his 
results as soon as the game deadline has passed.

Or, on the other hand, 
are you just calling this rule "silly" because you weren't able to 
find enough truly "silly" ones; to support your claim, and you felt 
you could hide this fact by just giving the numbers instead of 
saying what the rules are'? I have my own suspicions regarding the 
answer to that question, but I'd like to see you try and wiggle 
out of it yourself- Consider this a challenge, then.

Yes, I listed 
them by number last time to make you look silly. You're taking 
the entire matter incredibly seriously. O-f course this places me 
in a "Catch— 32" since I just finished accusing Steve Langley of 
the defense mechanism of backing up) his charges by saying he was 
" j ok: ing". ) i 

Hvjagcr i_t ica 1_ : J assume that you call my houserules 
"hypocritical " -for the same reason you call me "hypocritical". 
Like father, like son, so the saying goes, eh? As I recall, your 
most recent justification for the term was the fact that I call 
myself "strict." while at the same time using some houserules that 
are admittedly lenient. Your example was my collect calls to 
players who are about to NMR. 

Well, I've already responded to this reasoning, but to recap 
the situation: when I began publishing, I devised my houserules to 
conform to my ideas o-f the way a game should be run, based on my 
own (limited) playing experience. fls my playing and GMing 
experience both increased, the rules I had evolved gradually into 
the ( (planet) ) set I have now. In my opinion, my houserules are 
reflective of the GMing procedures which I regard as "common 
sense", although you and others disagree. Once I had gained a 
couple o-f years worth of GMing experience, it was clear to me and 
most others that my houserules were general ly "stricter" (read: 
somewhat, pickier) than those most other GMs were using. Although 
this wasn * t the case with 1 OOY. of my houserules (e.g. the 
provision for collect calls), it was still a good generalisation 
to lahel myself a "strict" GM. I do this very openly whenever I 
open games these days , so that potential players will be aware of 
the general style I use. You want to call this whole system 
"hypocritical " because my rules contain a few lenient procedures — 
and I think you : ' re putting the cart, before the horse. But if you 
sti 11 disagree., then I'd 1 i ke to hear what, in your opinion, 
should be changed so that, my houserules are no longer 
"hypocritical''. Should I : 1> make them less strict, or 2) stop 
b§illQ!l them strict, or 3) make them 1 OCX strict? ( (4) stick " em 
where the sun don't shine 1 ) > Or, are they beyond hope altogether 
and doomed to inevitable, eternal hypocrisy regardless of how they 

might change? < (My, aren't we clever'?' Alright, here is my 
reply: I can't see how the tol lowing can not be viewed as 
anything but hypocritical : 1 : A player who calls you to submit 
orders forgets to order a unit or mi sorders a unit and you don't 
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remind him. 2: A player who forgets to order aiL bis units (i.e. 
he is about to NMR) i_s reminded to order them by you calling him. 
Do you what you want with your HR' s Bruce, i t ' s not my place to 
tell you what to do with them nor do I care much. You have 
previously admitted that you have tried to cover all possible 
options but by doing 550, you have complicated your HR's needlessly 
-for events that just aren't, ever going to occur (i.e. the multiple 
convoy rules) . ) ) 

inconsistent: This one is just a bit harder to answer, 
because it's your newest label and you haven't yet attempted to 
justify it. If you can elaborate, I'll be glad to correct the 
inconsistencies i -f I agree with them, or debate you i -f I don't. 
But until you back up this latest criticism, the label won't 
stick, and there-fore doesn't need rebuttal. ((find prolong my 
agony as well as my readers' by hearing more of this? No 
than ks . ) ) 

Anyway, even though your reply to him was somewhat short of 
brilliant, Ol sen's letter itself was a masterpiece. I almost 
choked to death laughing when I read his paragraph about me being 
the Lou Gossett. of Postal Diplomacy. Hut two three four, hut two 
three four - get them orders ri.g_ht, Doomies, or you'll never leave 
this 'zine alive! I love it! 

One of the beautiful things about good satire like Ol sen's is 
that it is very difficult to rebut the writer's arguments without 
coming across as a wet blanket, unless of course one responds in 
kind with equally good satire. Since my satirical pen isn't 
working at the moment, I can't do this. So indulge me please, 
while I give serious treatment to Ol sen * s humorously-stated 
sen t i men t s . 

It's carrying things just a bit overboard to claim that the 
primary selling point of a VD game is the "reservoir of detail" 
which the astute player can turn "to a cheap advantage". 
Actually, I prefer to think of the "reservoir of detail" i n my 
houserul es as a source of information to my players regarding how 
I will rule in the various situations that may or may not come up 
in their game. And if some player is crafty enough to use this 
information to his own advantage, well, more power to him! But I 
doubt, that VD players rely on this sort of tactic in general; in 
VD as elsewhere, the most successful players are the ones whose 
skills at negotiating are superior to their opponents'. 

Regarding Ol sen's assessment of Woody as "basically a social 
player who plays for the fun of it", of course he does, but then 
don't we all? 1 I play "for the fun of it" too, even though my 
perception of fun may not match Woody's one hundred per cent. 
Some people play the ratings systems,, and maybe for them, t h a t 
fun. So be it. 

Speaking of Woody, I see he's got a letter this issue 
attacking my fairness and honesty as a GM. I always get a kick 
out of Woody's bumbling logic and faltering attempts to use the 
English language. Everyone knows haw I GM, so no defense is 
needed; but I wish I had a nickel for every time Woody has said 
mean and nasty things about me. I'd be so rich I could retire and 
SM full time! So, go Woody, GO' 

As for Dick Martin, well, at least he is familiar with the 
English language. I think that his "joke" (if it was one) in 



sending me <a double issue cut diagonally in half was cute, but 
it's about time -For him to pay me what he owes me. Hell, Dick 
isn't a bad guy in my book. I just don't like being ripped of -f . 
((S—A-S— P! Can you imagine that Dick Martin'?! He's just like the 
scrooge of Postal Diplomacy'.

Mr. Halpern suggests that a consensus 
iagreement of most people) is absolute truth. That, is, if the 
majority believes something, it is true. Thus, the world was 
flat., but became an oblate spheroid when the majority ceased to 
believe that it was flat. Similarly, this letter will end 
abruptly if the majority comes to believe that my typewriter is a 
f 3 sh . Such is Mr. Halpern's silly putty world of subjective 
truth. ( (My apologies, Steve. When I read your letter, I thought 
to myself "What a fool .' He has obviously not even bothered to 
read what he is criticising, since I included a sentence in my 
letter stating that, none of this -applies to physical truths, only 
moral truths, though most, physical truths are relative in their 
own way. " However, upon review of my letter, I discover that I 
did in fact, neglect to put in that all-important sentence.

physical functioning of the universe. Science is consensus, but 
not physical truth. I am truly sorry, Mr. Hutton, that you lacked 
the common sense necessary to respond to my letter intelligently, 
and I am a bit peeved that you were personally insulting as well. 
At any rate, people, the contents of Mr. Hutton's letter, -from the 
words "my response" to "world of subjective truth" are irrelevant 
debris and should be disregarded. ) ) 

In morality, as in truth, Mr. Halpern is a ■ sub j ec t i vi st . 
( (No, Steve. ) ) Murder is wrong because "it is almost universally 
accepted that murder is wrong". Thus, if it were almost 
universally accepted that murder were right, murder would be 
right. Mr. Halpern, though, is confident that "such a thing < as 
the legalisation of selective murder) would simply never occur". 
It seems to me that (i.e. it is my subjective truth that) such a 
thing has occurred! In Nazi Germany, selective murder was legal. 
If some BLibjecti vist smuglet objects that the Nasi platform was 
not supported by the German people, I would remind him that the 
Nas i s received 44% of the popular vote (quite impressive in a 
mul t i —party- race) and had made no secret of their platform. I 
would also remind him that the Nazis were widely considered a 
party of moralitY, and that they were well supported on university 
c ampu ses . 

At first thought, one might assume that a subjectivist would 
be pretty lenient on criminals. How can you justify a severe 
punishment for someone who may or may not have done something 
(truth is subjective) that may or may not have been wrong 
(morality is subjective)? But Mr. Halpern is no bleeding heart. 
To anyone who dares violate the value systems of mast people, Mr. 
Halpern offers death, ("Hitler deserved death because he violated 
trie value systems of almost all of humanity...", emphasis added) 
Oscar Wilde, whose homosexuality "violated the value systems of 
almost all of humanity", should be glad he only got a couple of 
years at hard labour. 

Let me summarize the philosophy put forth in Mr. Hal pern's 
letter. Anything the majority believes, however ridiculous, is 
true. ( (I have already refuted that) > Anything that the majority 
thinks is right, no matter how monstrous, is right. And, if the 
majority ever bel ieves (by definition, their belief is correct) 
that someone has done something the majority dislikes (by 
definition, it is wrong), the death penalty can justly be imposed. 

I'd recommend that. Ken read Ihe_Om i_n gus_Pa r a l_l_e l^s , by Leonard 
F'eikoff . It's subtitled "The End of Freedom in America", because 
the "ominous parallels" are between the philosophy of- pre— Nazi 
Germany and of the U.S. today. Subjectivism, as put forth by Ken, 
played a part in preparing the Germans for Hitler. 

I certainly don't mean to suggest that Ken is a Nazi 
supporter, just that anyone who accepts Ken's philosophy is 
defenceless against Nazism. When a Hitler says, "There is no such 
thing as truth, either in the moral or in the scientific sense", a 
subjectivist argue? When a Hans Frank says, "Formerly, we were in 
the habit of saying: t h i s_is_r i gh t _gr __wr ong ; today, we must put 

the question accordingly: What _woyid_t he_J^Fuhr er J| say?!!? what is 

the subjectivist's reply? The best a subjectivist can do is 
feebly argue that it is better to select a groue (the majority) 



than to select an iD^iy i dual^ . Such a tri -fling distinction is not 
enough to support any real resistance to Na-ism. 

( (Hmmm. Well, Steve, I see where you could misunderstand my 
letter and respond as you did. So, I'll try not to be as personal 
as you were, while I tear apart your argument. 

Let me start from the beginning. A long time ago, on a 
planet, we're all very -familiar with, there was green soup. This 
green soup, a small puddle of proteins, was the beginning o-f life 
on Earth. It gradually evolved into higher forms of life (I 
real i;e that this is extr emB]_y oversimplified), the purpose of all 
of which was propagation. Organisms such as protists acted 
independently of each other, each individual trying to survive and 
reproduce on its own. As more intelligent species evolved, they 
began to 'pay more attention to each other". Loose social 
structures and pecking orders formed, and lo and behold, these 
tendencies had adaptive value, and were selected for. Yay , and 
they grew more common, because a species which manifested this 
tendency was more able to survive, and thus, reproduce and 
perpetuate its tendency. And greater intelligence was also 
selected for until one day. Evolution said "Let there be homo 
sapiens!" Homo sapiens formed a very complex social structure 
which required complex rules so that homo sapiens would not kill 
each other and the species would survive and procreate. Since 
"complex rules so that homo sapiens would survive and procreate" 
is a mouthful, they were called "ethics" for short. "Gasp!", 
exclaimed a number of h. sapiens when presented with this 
ego— bruising theory, "How dare you suggest that we might not be , 
God's little pearls of wonder-fulness — His gift to existence!" 
("Bad", for those of you who are not familiar with Earth 
mythology, is the name of the Supreme Being, the non-enistent 
focal point of a number of Earth religions) In short, Mr. Hutton, 
ethics/morality is an adaptive device of the species homo sapiens. 

What. I was saying in my piece in issue #2*? of Andyin was that 
for human society to function, we must have some kind of common 
ethical base on which to operate it. Inherent in maintaining the 
integrity of this society' and the dignity of its individual 
members is consideration of the beliefs of every member to be of 
equal value. I'm afraid I must submit to you that there is no 
absolute truth which states that murder is wrong. Indeed, we 
engage in the murder of other species quite frequently, and we do 
not question the morality of one lion killing another that has 
encroached upon his territory, or of that same lion killing a 
zebra for food. 

The dominant part of the human brain is the neo —car te;; which, 
among many other things, houses cerebration and social concern, 
the rough equivalent of Freud's super— ego. The raw material is 
there (variable with individual genetic makeup and influenced 
greatly by environmental factors) in every human being to accept a 
set of ethics and conform to a social structure. 

The part of your argument dealing with Nazism is spurious. 
You say that my "stibjectivist" views would permit Nazism to 
flourish. Exactly the opposite is true. Relative to me, Nazism 
is wrong. I would work against it with every fiber of my 
existence, but I would always keep in mind the right of my 
opponents to hold their views. I would never persecute them for 
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their politics, I would simply seek to prevent a -form of 
government -from being implemented that I do not agree with, as we 
all have the right to do. It is your view o-f an absolute right 
and wrong, Mr. Hutton, that would be more likely to lead to 
totalitari ani sm. 

The only somewhat logical point made in your letter, in my 
opinion, was the contention that selective murder was legalised in 
Nazi Germany. This, too, however, -falls apart upon closer 
scrutiny. The circumstances surrounding what occurred in the 
Third Reich cannot be ignored. The country had been defeated and 
had suffered national humiliation in a recent war. The war was 
the bloodiest in history to that date, and the victors in the 
conflict, exacted an (extremely) inordinately heavy price in money 
and national pride at Versailles. A democratic republic in 
Germany (the first there in a l_ong_ time) was utterly ineffectual 
and the country was plunged into deep depression. A charismatic 
leader and brilliant rose to the forefront, tapping German 
nationalism as a source of power, and absolving the nation from 
blame by shifting the onus of culpability onto the shoulders of a 
highly successful, traditionally hated minority group. With all 
this, selective murder was not legalized. The Jews were not: 
considered human beings, but vermin, and each ethnic group other 
than "Aryans" was ranked beneath the "Master Race" in order. They 
were killed because they were (unjustif iedly, of course) not. 
viewed as people, but. as deleterious influences to be eradicated. 
I'm certainly not defending the conditions that prevailed in Nasi 
Germany. Rather, I am explaining why this unique state of affairs 
arose. Even in the most brutal, abhorrent state in the history of 
fiian k i nd , "selective murder" per se was not legal. In addition, 
the Nuremberg trials after the war represented global revulsion 
and determination that such a national crime would never again be 
perpetrated. 

You quoted me as saying that "Hitler deserved death because 
he violated the value systems of almost, all of humanity. . . " I 
refuse to believe that you did not realize that that statement was 
tied to the the sentence before it, and that you inadvertently 
quoted me completely out of context. What preceded the above 
quote was "I support. . .respect for the beliefs of others, a view 
which is certainly in opposition to the destruction of one r s 
fellow human beings. " Though somewhat poorly <or should I say 
"vulnerably") expressed, what I meant was that he deserved death 
for the crime of murder, the ultimate violation of another human 
being, and for the magnitude and manner of his slaughter. The 
bal 1 ' s in your court, Steve. ) )
